the flame of an aotunl outbreak of riot, bloodshed,

In the excited stute of public teeling before de-
scribea, Mayor Monroe applies by lotter to General
Baird, to kuow if he can be allowed to disperse this
nileed unjawiul assembly by the arrest ol its meme
bers oy s pohee. General Baird replies in effect,
thet it 18 not for the Mayor 1o declde that these cicd-
zens are erionals, and that he will not peruat the
arrest, but that it o notous sttnck on the assembly
be antimpated, which the volice may be unable to
quell or preveut, an that case the wnoe of toe mih-
tary power wil be lurmshed, 1 required, to aesist an
kevping the peace  But Jdayor Monroe makes no
application for mulitary eid. General Baird aiso
states bis objections to aliowing the arrest by the
sheriff, but promises to telegrnph to Washington
for mstructions. He does so telegraph and receives
no apgwer.

FROM FORTRESS MONROE,
Details of the Disaster to the Steamer
HBheridan,

Forrness Moxnor, October 1.—All the pas-
seugers of the steamer Sheridan, recently
wrecked on Body Island, N, €., have arrived
snfely in Norfolk, and design proceeding to New
Orleans by land.

The Sheridan was an English-built steamer
and a blockade-runner, of ubout geven hundred
and fifty tone. She was owned in Boston, by
William F. Wells & Co., snd it s thought was
msured, Additional particulars concerning the
loga of the vessel have becn obtained from® the
passengers. The Sheridan left New York on
Saturday, the 224 of September, with twenty-
three passengers and an assorted eargo, for New
Orleans,

The next day the westher became clondy and
rainy, and towurds night the wind blew freshly
from the northeast, the ship steoring about a
gonth-sotiiti west course, nnd by morning it had
inereased In violence, the weather conetantly
tbickening, About 1 o'clock Monday moraing,
the vescel struck on the outer reel of Body
Ishurd, about & quarter of a mile from the beach.
From this position she gradually worked off
inte deeper water by the foroe of the ses, and
finally grounded on the beach,

It was some hours betore the passengers
sscertained their real danger, but throughout
sl maintained great composure, with an ab-
senee of all consternation among them, Pre-
parutions were immediately made by those on

ard to get a line ashore, which was secom-
plished with the aid of the wreckers; and afler
several mishaps, the swampivg ol the small
bout, and other adventures, without any lives
being lost, the passengers were all landed safely
on the Island,

At a critical moment, when the small boat was
returning to the ship tor anotoer load of pas-
sengers, it awamped, and the men in it were
rescued by the wreckers, Thig inevdent for a
while disheareaed the passengers and crew, but
the stoeward and quartermaster of the steamer
volunteered to take charge of the boats, and the
landing was etffected without any difficulty. A
vessel was chartered to convey the passengers
to Roanoke, from whence they came by way of
the Albemarle and Chesapenke Canal to Noriolk.

The purser of the steamer, Mr, L. P. Habbard,
was tireleas in his endeavors to promote the in-
teredts of the pussengers during the perilous
landings, and in enabling them to reacn Nor-
fulk. No blame is attached by the passengers to
Captain Bolton, who did the utmost in his power
to save the vessel, The vessel will be a total
wreck, and the latest iutelligence trom the spens
of the disaster represents the upper works as
all washed away, Lurge portions of the cargo
have been washed ashore, and taken in charge
ol by the wreckers.

The schooner Amanda Powers, from New
York, Lbound to Baltimore, arrived in the Choesa-
peake Bay yesterdav with o case of cholera on
bonrd. Bbe was boarded by the Quarantine
Surgeon, Dr, T. E, Wilcux, on board the steamer
City of Albany, and immediately was placed in
Quurantine,

One of the sailors was taken early on Sunday
morning, and died in the alternoon,

Disinfectants were furnished to the master of
the vessel by the Quuarantine Sorceon, who de-
sign, detaining her o sutlicient length of time
for the disease to develop itsell, should there be
any further indications on board,

The elip Oneida, from Baltimore, bound to
San Franciseo, went to sea yosterday.

The weuther still continues wunsettled. All
day yesterday and to-day it has stormed and
ramed, a fine, drizzling mist pervading the
wtmogphere, and rendering the weather gene-
rally uncomfortable,

The barqne May Queen, from Rio, with a
cargo of coffee, bonnd to Baltimore, arrived in
the harbor to.day.
